Preservation of Eggs 

Preserve only absolutely fresh 
eggs; stale eggs will not keep in any 
preservative. ; 

Have your preservative ready to 
receive the fresh eggs as you get 
them, 

If you are in doubt as to the fresh- 
ness of the eggs, candle them, or see 
weather they sink when placed in a 
dish or clear water. If an egg sinks 
it is reasonably fresh, 

Do not preserve dirty eggs or eggs 
that have been washed. Washed 
eges will not keep because the shell 
has been moiste.e!; and dirchy eggs 
will become tainted in flavor. 

. Do not use the same liquid pre- 
servative more than one year. 

Infertile eggs are better than fer- 
tile eggs for preserving. 

Do not leave eggs in the preserva- 
tive longer than one year. 

Rinse the eggs with water, after 
removing tnem from the preserva- 

ve, 

Eggs that are in good condition 
when removed from water glass so- 
lution will usually remain good. for 
two weeks. 

Water glass eggs are practically as 
good as fresh eggs for all cooxiir 
purposes. If it is desired to boil 
them, prick a small hole through the 
large end of the shell before placing 
them in the water. The pores of the 
shell have been sealed by the water 
glass solution, aud without the pin- 
hole the expanding air within the 
shell would burst it.

In the 
attempt to stamp out drunkenness, 
officers are forvidden to drink vodka 
in camp, on manoeuvres or while on 
duty with their men; and not only 
this, but they are ordered to dis- 
courage drinking among the men as 
much as possible. and themselves 
to set an examplo of sobriety. The 
rule for the private soldier ‘s even 
stricter... Vodka is to be absolutely 
forbidden at all times, and the most 
stringent measures are to be adopt- 
ed to prevent the Russian Tommy 
Atkins from indulging in his favor- 
ite drink, 

So strict s surveillance is to be 
exercised over them that no man 
who is known to be addicted to drink 
is to be allowed to receive any money 
from home without tho express per- 
mission of bis ccmmanding officer. 

The rules are certainly extremely 
stringent; but, granted e necessity 
for them, the authorities are very 
wisely determined upon doing their 
best to provide the men with suf- 
ficiently varied interests in life to 
make them less inclined to feel the 
deprivation caused by this whole- 
sale total abstinence pledge. i 

Commanding officers are to do 
their best to improve the lives of 
the men under them, the introduction 
of games, the promotion of libraries 
and the giving facilities for the study 
of foreign languages being specially 
recommended. 

Soldiers will watch with interest 
the results of the Tsar’s exfegiment. 
Compulsion is a thing that is dis- 
tasteful to most. people, especially 
compulsion along a particular moral 
path; and it may be true that the 
order of the Tsar may lead to an 
enormous amount o/ secret drinking.

Hatching Eggs in Rice 

Certain of the Chinese in the intet- 
ior districts adjecent tec Amoy employ 
a somewhat unusual method for 
hatching both hens’ and ducks’ ergs. 
The breeder first takes a quantity 
of unhusked rice and roasts it, cool- 
ing it down by fanning or allowing the 
wind to blow through until it is luke- 
warm. He tnen spreads a three inch 
layer of the rice'in a wooden tub, and 
places about 100 eggs thereon: an- 
other layer of rice, this second and 
subsequent layer being but two inches 
in thickness, is spread over the eggs. 
Each tub has six layers of rice and 
five layers of eggs, so that there are 
500 eggs in each tub. The rice is 
heated once every twenty-four hours, 
the eggs being taken out;:at such 
times. The chicks and ducklings are 
produced in twenty to thirty days.— 
London Globe.
